Most children are fond of swisgisg. 


aad In the accompanying sketch we U- 
uitrate a nursery swing that can be 
ade at tmall cost; but in the making 


and la the nsing of It there are two or 
hree thlags that mast cot be forgot- 
en. and that are necessary to gaard 
agalcst a possib!a mLship, 


Firstly, every portion of It must be 


ttrongly put together; and secondly, 
'rom time to time the ropes, etc, must 
be examined to tee that they are cot

wearing through, and the books thould 
be tested to tee that they are ttill firm 
In the ceiling; and after that with or- 
dinary care no accident should be pos- 
sible. 


Iron books suitable for the purpose 


can be bought at almost any Ironmon- 
gers; but for the baying of them and 
the fixing of them It would be quite 
well to employ the local carpenter, as 
they most be firmly screwed Into the 


lolsts that run across the celling. A 
carpenter would know, or soon find 
out the direction In which the Joists 
run. aad It would b« very little trouble 
to him to screw la the books so firmly 
that they thould without danger be 


.pab'e of sustaining any weight that 


they are likely to be called upon to 
bear. 


Unless possessed cf a knowledge of 


the construction of a ceiling. It woulj 
be a dangerocs and troublesome under- 
taking for an amateur to attempt to fix 
the books, as unless they are strongly 
screwed Uto the Joists, they are cer- 
tain cot to hold, and down would come 
the swing, and perhaps Its occupant 
also. 


After the books have been placed la 


posltioa. they can be painted white or 
made to match the color of the ceiling. 
and when the twlng U taken down and 
not In nse they will be nnnoticeable. 


If the twins 1* Intended for quite 


tmall children, then the nearer the 
floor U Is the better. 


The tketch tbows the position la 


which the hooks thould be arranged, 
and all we thill require further will be 
three pieces of rope of a suitable length 
and a strong square basket or wooden 
box. A strong tqaare basket will an- 
twer the purpose, and the ropes must 
be attached to the corners.

It Is Interesting to note that In the 


gosfipy discussions cf the venture by 
men who pretend to know cothlcg of 
aeronautics nor the polar regions, the 
two objections most often urged art 
the two which caused Mr. Wellmaa 
and his associates In the construction 
and outfitting of the ship the most per- 
plexity. The manner in whlca te pro-^ 
poses to overcome one of these dangers 
—that from fast, adverse wlals—ha* 
been explained by Mr. Wellman, thus: 


*We have already e'xplained how we 


hope to make progress with our air- 
ship by means of our motors and 
screws when tbe winds are favorable 
In direction, and also when they are 
unfavorable, but not of too great ve- 
locity.

This brings os to one of the funda- 


mental features of the method which 
we have adopted. It Is this: 


-1. With favorable winds or unfa- 


vorable winds of relatively small ve- 
locities"—motor at a proper speed of 
from ten to 17 geographical miles .per 
hour, with 12 mile: per hour as per. 
ha pa the mean speed. 


"2. With unfavorable winds cf high- 


er velocities—stop the motors and 
throw out opon th« Ice sheet 
over 


which we are sailing a dragging an- 
chor or retardateur—a device-calculat- 
ed to offer the maximum of resistance 
In proportion to Its weight—and by 
this means to drift slowly with the ad- 
verse wind. 


•Assuming that this method works 


out a* well In practice a* In theory— 
and there are many reasons for believ- 
ing that It will do so to at least a fair 
degree—we have then this principle: 


-1. That the wlcds that blow with 


our course, directly or obliquely, aid 
their movements to the advance which 
we expect to make with our motors 
and help ns to much on our way. 


-2. Bat contrary winds of velocities
